Graham has in the 
past twenty years performed remarkable feats there,

In 1886 he announced at Philadelphia that he would | 


go through the Whirlpool rapids in a barrel of his own 
construction. The time was three years after Capt. 
Webb, the English champion, had gone down to death 
in the terrible currents. Graham’s statement caused 
people familiar with the Niagara River to laugh. 

The steamer Maid of the Mist bad previously to this 
been the only craft to carry human freight through 
the gorge in safety, and to think that a man in a barrel 
would excel the feat of Joel Robinson and his boat on 
June 6, 1861, seemed ridiculous. The conclusion was 
that the body of a dead Philadelphia cooper would 
have to be searched for between the rapids and falls 
should Graham attempt the feat. 

When Graham and his barrel reached Niagara he 
was told this, Everybody said he was foolish; that he had 
no idea of the terrific force of the waves that tumble 
between the mighty cliffs of the narrowest part of the 
famous gorge, just below the great railway bridges. 


Graham looked the rapids and the gorge over care- | 


fully and determined to make the voyage. He selected 
the afternoon of Sunday, July 11, 1886, for his per- 
formance. <A great crowd gathered, many of them 
remembering how Webb went down to death and ex- 
pecting to witness another and similar tragedy. 

Graham was on time to the minute, and, protected 
only by bis barrel, a boat towed him out into the main 
current and set him adrift. It was 4:50 P, M., and 
eight minutes later he wasin the Whirlpool. Within 
two minutes the barrel had passed out of the pool and 
was enroute to Lewiston, where it was picked up and 
Graham was found to be alive and uninjured. 

This performance amazed everybody.

made «# living through the coming of visitors to see the 
“nastiest bit of water in the world” began to call for a 
stoppage of such performances in the rapids, realizing 
that they could no longer tell peoplethat the waters 
were unconquered, Webb’s death had brought money 
to their coffers, for many people longed to look upou 
the waves that had beaten the life out of England's 
champion swimmer, 

Undaunted, Graham showed that he still had his 
nerve by announcing a second trip through the rapids 
for Thursday, Aug. 19, 1886. He said he would keep his 
head out of the barrel, so that all who came to witness 
the performance might see him, There was a bigger 
crowd than at his first exhibition, 

It was a remarkable sight to see the barrel boat with 
a buman head above it bob up and down through the 
One moment it would be high in the air, the 
next out of sigint under the foamy wash of the rapids. 

This time Graham landed in the whirlpool on the 
Canadian side, the stream failing to shoot his barrel 
into the currents of the outlet. In the passage through 
the rapids tne wave that killed Capt, Webb struck 
Grabam a terrible blow on one side of his head, and 
from that day to this he has never heard a sound in 
that ear. Thus did the rapids give Graham something 
to remember,

On June 15, 1887, Graham made a third trip through 
the rapids, and on Aug. 25, 1889, be used a much 
smaller barrel in making a fourth trip, passing entirely 
through the gorge to Lewiston. 

Graham ’s performances attracted others to Niagara 
in search of fame. Among them were George Hazlett, 
William Potts and Sadie Allen, all barrel navigators. 

From Boston came William J. Kendall, a policeman, 
who made the swim through the rapids wearing a life 
preserver. James Scott of Lewiston went down to 
death in trying to swim from the Whirlpool to Lewis- 
ton. Charles Alexander Percy made several boat trips, 
on one of which from the pool to Lewiston he was ac- 
companied by William A, Dittrick.

NE frequently hears of dead heats on | 
the turf, but few bave any definite 
idea concerning them, or what they 
represent other than two or more 
horses finishing abreast. The term 
undoubtedly came from the old days 
before the war, when the bulk of 

racing was in what were termed heats of stated dis- 

tances, This meaning that the full distance had to be 
covered three, or possibly more times before the win- 
ner was finally selected. Therefore, asthe loser in each 
contest was ruled out of further competition a heat 
which resulted in no definite winner was dead so far as 

utility went,and had to be run over again for a 

decision. 

What is not generally grasped, however, Is the cir- 
cumstances surrounding such a race, Two or more 
horses start from a given line and race to the first turn, 
the majority of races being run on an elliptic, and prac- 
tically all the dead heats occurring there. At this turn 
certain advantage must be gained by one of the horses 
getting around close to the rail, the outside horse travel- 
ing 80 much further. Two horses seldom run head and 
head allthe way. Then, asthe finish approaches, the 
two draw closer and closer together, and finally flash 
past the Judge so aligned he cannot tell which was in 
front. 

The judge does not look at these animals as does the 
spectator. In his box on a level with the head of the 
horses. he stands, Far across the track is A perpendicu- 
lar white line down the centre of a broad blackboard. 
On the further side of the track, in line with the black- 
board, is an upright lance, 10 feet high. A similar lance 
appears on the near side of the track, also aligned with 
those two, and eight feet further away, where the pub- 
lic cannot see it, is still another lance, also in line. 
When the race starts, the Judge places an arm chair 
with its back to this fourth lance, and, leaning on the 
arms with both hands, waits for the norses to enter the 
stretch. As they near the finishing point he leans for- 
ward, placing his left eye aguinst the lance so that the 
sight is obstructed, while with the right eye he brings 
the other two lances and the while line on the black- 
board into one blended mark. The first nose ACTOSS 
that line of vision is the winner, and the difference of 
a single inch is clearly shown tothe practiced eve. This 
is what the great mass of the visitors do not under- 
stand. Itis also impossible to overlook a horse. No 
matter where on the track it may be running, close 
under the Judge’s nose or right across at the outer rail, 
it is equally in view as the animal in the middle of the 
track. 

The truly marvelous quickness of the human eye is 
shown by the fact that a nose finish of, say, four inches, 
the breadth of a man’s hand, is represented by about 
the one hundred and fiftieth part of a second. The 
average length of a horse is nine feet, and the speed 
traveled reaches 53 feet to the second, witness the 0:5634 
record at Morris Park for five furlongs. 

Strange to say, it is not always the leading horse 
which first catches the eye of the judge, this being an 
apparent contradiction, due to a factor which misleads 
many people who see differently from the judge, and 
are not slow in insisting he has made a mistake 
where the official placing was absolutely correct. This 
is because two horses running together constantly vary 
as to the leader, unless they are both striding instep. 
Thus an extended horse’s nose will show distinctly in 
front of the nose of a horse which is gathered fora 
stride, with all his feet under him. Yet, at his shoul- 
ders, the gathered horse may be distinctly in front. 
Thus individuals immediately to the left or to the right 
of the finish line, and some distance back from it, may 
feel positively certain that their eyes saw so and so, and 
be perfectly correct, while the line of the judge’s vision 
shows exactly where the horses finished as they flasbed 
past the judicial finish line of the race. This may per- 
haps be emphasized by the fact that dead heats appear 
to be much more frequent in England than in this 
country, this being apparently due to the fact that the | 
English judge bas no lance arrangement, that he stands 
at some distance irom the horses, and that the one 
man places the first, second and the third horses, in- 
stead of only the first, as does the judge in the metro- 
politan racing circuit. 

It is, therefore, interesting to note that while there 
were no dead heats on the Eastern race tracks in 1903, 
there were three in 19094. This isa marked change, as 
was shown by a friendly dispute which arose during 
the past season on the occasion of one of the dead 
heats. 








A sporting man made a statement as to such finishes, 
and was contradicted by another man, and finally the 
matter was reserved for investigation. The records 
proved that in the last ten years there had been 20 
dead heats, two at Aqueduct, two at Baltimore, seven 
at Brighton Beach, two at the Brooklyn course, one at 
Morris Park, three at Saratoga, two at Coney Island, 
and one at Washington, D.C. the last

Possibly one of the most phenomenal dead heats was 
at the Coney Island Jockey Club in 1883, when the 
famous steeplechase horse, Jim McGowan, carried 160 
pounds, to the 137 pounds of Spider, over the two miles 
and a half, to be absolutely inseparable at the finish. 
The owners would not consent to a division of the 
purse, the light weight’s owner thinking he had a sure 
thing over another two miles and a half, while Jim 
McGowan’s owner may perhaps have had prescience 
of the truly wonderful horse he had racing under his

NLESS the challenge of a well-known 
Japanese jiu-jitsu expert is ignored, 
there will be a demonstration before 
long of the practical value of that 


science that will convince the most 





skeptical. Higashi has announced 
that he will meet any man inarough and tumble en- 
counter, everything to go, and he doesn’t draw the line 
at size or weight. He is perfectly willing to compete 
against any man who may be produced for the purpose. 

When Higashi’s actual weight is taken into consider- 
ation, the challenge, to the crdinary man, would seem 
lixe a most ebsurd one, and there may be those who 
will scoff at it, but the fact remains that he has chal- 
lenged in good faith and stands ready to make good at 
any time, 

Up to the present no man has taken up his defy, even 
though many have said that Higashi stands no chance 
whatever with such an opponent. 

At any rate his sincerity, his belief in himself nor his 
physical courage can be questioned. 

The commonest argument against Jiu-Jitsu is that the 
expert cannot secure the holds necessary to a victory, 
although it is conceded that the holds themselves are 
all right. I have received many letters on the subject, 
and the general tenor of them has been: 

“Do you expect a man to stand still while you get a 
bone-breaking or joint-dislocating 
lock on him? What will he be 
doing all the time ?”’ 

There are several ways of an- 
swering that. 

The average boxer can deliver a 
particularly hard blow with his 
right hand, sufficient, if landed on 
the point of the Jaw, to produce a 
knockout, and any good boxer can 
knock out an opponent if he lands 
right. But isthe other man going 
to let him do it? If the blow is 
tried and doesn't land on the vul- 
nerable spot, does he conclude that 
his system is all wrong, and give 
upin despair? Does he keep on 
trying to land the same blow in 
the same place ? 

Certainly not. 

If he fails to land on the point 
of the jaw with his right, he tries 
his left for the stomach, or he 
upper cuts, or he crosses, or he 
tries for the kidneys. He has 
many different feints and punches, 
allof which be tries until he finally 
succeeds in doing what he started 
out to do, or succumbs to the 
superior cleverness or hitting 
ability of his opponent. 

So with jiu-jitsu. 

The Japanese has no one par- 
ticular invincible hold. He, too,

to secure a certain hold he tries for

another one, equally eflective, and 
if that also fails, he has many 
others which follow in quick suc- 
cession. He relies for victory upon 
superior speed, cleverness, and a i ea

complete knowledge of the human 
anatomy. The tender, sensitive 
points of the human system are as :

knows how to take instant advan- 
tage of every one. He doesnt as a rule want instant 
victories. Ile is taught to allow his opponent to believe 
that he (the opponent) is gaining the victory. He per- 
mits his man to become over-confident. Just as clever 
boxers have simulated grogginess or injury in the ring 
for the purpose of courting attack from the man who | 
thinks he cannot lose,

The first contest will probably be held on Monday 
night, May 15, with Fitzgerald or Willie Lewis as the 
Dane’s opponent, and the others on the Monday nights 
following.

B 
claims that a hit in baseball talk means that a batter 
must hit the ball safe and make his base before it is a 
hit, and he was betting under that impression, although 
he said nothing at the time he accepted the bet. A 
claims, however, that he is technically wrong, for 
when a batter hits the ball safe and makes his base it is 
then a base hit, as described by McGraw on page 110; 
and tie fact that newspapers or others abbreviate the 
expression or term by dropping the word base from in 
front of the word bit for their own particular con- 
venience, expecting others to take for granted what they 
mean, does not make it right or proper? .....B wins.

There is a runner on 
third base, and a man at bat, who is in the box to bat 
right handed, and the next batter up, who was near 
there, steps into the left hand batters’ box to ask about 
a decision that has just been made, The pitcher, in- 
stead of holding the ball until be was removed from the 
box, delivered same, which the catcher did not attempt 
to field, allowing it to pass him and the runner on third 
came home, The umpire called it a ball, as it was not 
fairly delivered, and allowed the run to score, explain- 
ing that it was a passed ball that the catcher did not 
attempt to field. and the player in the left hand batters’ 
box did not interfere in any way?

There is no rule for any such 
play, but the umpire should bave used common sense, 
Both the pitcher and catcher were interfered with, and 
the offender could have been put out of the game, as it 
was obviously an unfair advantage taken. The easiest 
way out of the difficulty was for the umpire to make 
the pitch null and void and begin all overagain. 3. It 
was up to the umpire whether the collision was inten- 
tional on the part of the batter. If he thought so, the 
batter was out. If the ball and runner got to the base 
at the same time,and the collision unavoidable. the 
batter should have been decided safe.
